usually occur in bunches 
.Surgeons

from a long - neglected case of

poly ps. 
Obstruction

breathing is simply due to their 
mechanical interference to the 
passage of air through the nose.

The way is not easy. Chris­ 
tian discipleship demands all 
that we have and all that we 
are. But the rewards are great, 
ss our Lord has clearly indi­ 
cated in Matthew 6 33: “Seek 
ye the kingdom of God, and His 
righteousness; 
and 
all 
these 
things shall be added unto you." 
The things added are not only 
the 
necessities of life: 
food, 
clothing, etc.; but also the spir­ 
itual blessings of peace of mind 


The third man offered to join 
Christ after a visit home to set 
his affairs in order. 
Discipleship calls for much 
in the way of sacrifice and hard 
work, but the rewards are far 
beyond w hat m ust be givtii up. 
Once committed, we must not 
look back to the worldly life, 
for no man who looks back “is 
fit for the kingdom."

Envision the board of directors of a corporatism 
and you have an idea of the responsibilities of the 
Circleville Board of Education. The five-member 
body is in charge of an operation with a million-dollar 
annual budget and a payroll of $885,000. 
The board serves as a standing committee for 
special purposes and acts as a committee of th* 
whole for manv other purposes in order to accomplish 
tasks reo ii ired. 
Committee appointments are made by the presi­ 
dent at or shortly after the January organization 
meeting. The hoard, however, acts officially onlv as 
a grout). No individual member has authority to obli­ 
gate the panel unless action is taken at an official 
meeting. 
Much of the hoard's business grows out of the super­ 
intendent’s recommendations which are presented at 
each regular meeting. Once action is taken, it is re­ 
corded bv the clerk-treasurer, Mary Ellen Rader. 
Miss Rader also receives and disburses all funds of 
the school district. At each meeting she presents a 
detailed report regarding all financial transaction* 
during the month and the year. 
Board of education duty is a non-salarv and non­ 
political ioh. Membership has long been regarded ad 
a vital public service.

We bake for granted the ne­ 
cessity of text books and writing 
m aterials 
in 
educating 
o u r 
youth. Now visual aids are be 
coming as much 
a 
standard 
requirement in the classroom 
as a spelling text. 
What are visual aids? They 
are materials that do not de­ 
pend primarily upon reading 
to 
convey 
their 
meaning. 
Properly 
used, 
they 
offer 
great 
opportunities for Im­ 
proving learning. They range 
in variety 
from 
the 
chalk­ 
board which is present in ev­ 
ery classroom, to the over­ 
head projector which has not 
yet become available in ev­ 
ery school situation. 
Are they expensive? Cost va­ 
ries with the aids used. If m ea­ 
sured by value received, ex­ 
pense could be judged as small. 
In 
a c t u a l monetary value 
many aids involving direct ex­ 
perience of the student cost lit­ 
tle. These include dramatics, 
demonstrations, field trips and 
exhibits of pupil made displays. 
Each teacher keeps a file of 


still 
pictures, 
diagram s 
and 
charts to amplify lectures. Tile 
initial cost of m aterials increas­ 
es with the addition of maps, 
filmstrips, projectors, and edu­ 
cational television, but life ex­ 
pectancy of most is 
several 
years.

Edgar 
Dale of Ohio State University, 
research has proved that audio­ 
visual materials when proper­ 
ly used in the teaching situa­ 
tion.

reduce 
verbalism; 
make learning permanent; add 
interest and involvement; stim­ 
ulate self - activity; direct pent 
up interest; develop continuity 
of thought; develop meaning­ 
ful 
vocabulary; 
enlarge 
the 
range of possible experiencing; 
teach efficiently; 
add highly 
useful variety; and improve the 
effectiveness of other m ateri­ 
als. 
Each school in Circleville has 
some equipment in inventory, 
such as tape recorders, f i l m 
projectors, 
r e c o r d players, 
film and records. Educational 
television Is available in some 


schools and soon will Ik? added 
in others. 
Equipment, such as opaque 
projectors and 
overhead 
pro­ 
jectors, 
motion picture films, 
and strip films, is available on 
request from the high school. 
Last year a workshop, un 
der the auspices of Ohio State 
University, was held at Atwa­

The architect intended for the 
room to be used a s a central 
library and a “ Libra ry” sign 
had hung on its door since Nich­ 
olas Drive Elem entary School 
opened in the fall of 1962. 
Ex ce pt for a se t of “ Jun 
ior Brita nnica ” a nd a fe w doz ­ 
e n sa mple books from pub­ 
lishe rs, the she lve s we re e m ­ 
pty. The bright, ple a sa nt room 
ple a de d for a tte ntion. T h i s 
ye a r 
the pa re nts, 
te a che rs, 
a nd childre n of the school in­ 
itia te d a ca mpa ign to fill the 
e mpty she lve s. 


Lack of funds was an immed­ 
iate problem, as the FTA had 
already committed its monies 
to the purchase of educational 
television for the school. The 
first approach was through do­ 
nation. 
Mrs. 
Stanley 
Lasoski 
spearheaded a library com m it­ 
tee which this fall, in conjunc­ 
tion with National Book Week, 
conducted a “ used book ca m ­ 
paign.” 


Children of the school were 
asked to contribute one or more 
of their own books so that oth­ 
ers could share the pleasure of 
good reading. They were also 
encouraged to 
solicit 
friends, 
neighbors and relatives for any 
elem entary-level fiction or ref­ 
erence books which they might 
be 
willing 
to 
donate. 
Prizes 
were offered to the two grades 
bringing in the most.

DURING the one-week cam 
paign, children hauled 504 books 
to school. The sixth grade won a 
Hammond Atlas for their room 
library by bringing in 142. The 
second grade won a 
copy 
of 
“ Black Beauty” for their 115. 
The drive was considered such 
a success 
that 
it 
will now b e­ 
come a yearly event. 
The second approach to the 
money problem obviously had 
to be a fund raising event. In 
keeping with the general pur­ 
pose as well as to continue to 
stimulate interest in good read­ 
ing and the central library, the 
PTA, under the leadership of 
M .s. Ernest Lippert, sponsored 
a Book F a ir early in December, 
just in tim e for Christm as shop­ 
ping. Books of the appropriate 
level 
were 
displayed 
in 
the 
grade rooms for four days prior 
to the sale, during which time 
the children were given the op­ 
portunity to inspect them. 
The F a ir itself was held in 
the school’s multi purpose room 
and approxim ately 
200 
books 
were exhibited, priced from 25 
cents up. A profit of $59 was 
realized from the 232 books sold.

Maintenance 
of

buildings in the Circleville City 
School System falls largely un­ 
der the care of 13 custodians 
and 
one 
maintenance 
man 
whose duties often overlap, es­ 
pecially 
during 
s u m m e r 
months. Working in groups in 
the summer, they do pra ctica l­ 
ly all the inside painting a n d 
make minor 
repairs 
that 
be­ 
come necessary after a year of 
hard use. 
Ca re of the building goe s 
on during the ye a r with win­ 
dows to be re pla ce d, ca ulking 
to be done , roof re pa irs to be 
ma de , wa lls a nd floors to be 
ma inta ine d, 
a nd 
lights 
a nd 
light fix ture s to be re pla ce d. 
The se a nd ma ny othe r ite ms 
he lp to ke e p the custodia ns 
busy the ye a r a round. 
Work such as outside paint­ 
ing, tuck pointing of walls, new 
roofs and sidewalk construction 
is done by outside contractors. 
The newer buildings in the sys­ 
tem take little care, but they 
ertheless 
r e q u i r e 
constant 
watching 
to 
make 
sure 
no 
problem develops. The present 
high school building, after a l­ 
most 50 years of use, is in con­ 
stant need of repair. With some 
remodeling, however, it should 
l»e good for many years. 
At new buildings, the main­ 
tenance problem becomes one 
that 
the 
administration 
can 
cope with Architects and build­ 
ers are giving more and more 
attention to 
maintenance. 
In 
the last 15-20 years, buildings 
have been constructed in such 
a way that practically no out­ 
side painting is needed. M ater­ 
ials that are fa r superior to 
those of form er years have been 
developed. 
New buildings are 
made 
as 
maintenance - free as possible 
on the inside. All of this helps 
to put more 
tax 
dollars 
into 
instruction.

time as it grows to need the 
services of a library clerk and 
eventually a permanent libra r­ 
ian. 


In 
a few short months the 
idea of a central

the effort of many. The room 
seem s a little brighter and a lit 
tie more pleasant now' that its 
shelves are no longer bare. For

The concepts of sets, number 
sentences and the number line 
are used in the seventh grade 
course as foundations for many 
m athem atical 
ideas. 
It 
is 
of 
great advantage for students to 
attain 
firm 
understanding 
of 
of these basic concepts in the 
ea rlier grades. Lacking such a 
background, 
seventh 
graders 
this year 3re confronted with 
many new concepts. 
* • • 


USING the cardinal and or­ 
dinal numbers seems to be 
a 
new- thought to students. Num­ 
bers are used in twfo different 
W'ays. When “ how many” is in­ 
dicated. the numerals used rep­ 
resent a cardinal number; when 
position in a sequence is indi­ 
cated. the numeral used rep­ 
resents an ordinal number. Stu­ 
dents have been using numerals, 
but a new' terminology that 
is 
unfam iliar to them is being in­ 
troduced. 
When the new m athem atics 
program is placed in all grades 


here, students will have learned 
many of the new 
term s 
and 
ways of solving problems In the 
lower grades. Then they will be 
able to accomplish more under­ 
standing in the upper grades. 
Modern m athem atics tends to 
teach or show students why we 
follow certain 
methods rather 
than have them memorize a set 
of rules to follow. It has not 
shortened the work required to 
do the problem.

mentals. 
The more modern approach 
to 
mathematics 
utilizes sets. 
The word “set” is used to mean 
a well defined collection. A set 
can be designated by descrip­ 
tion or by a “listing” of 
its 
members. 
The concepts of sets, number 
sentences and the number line 
are used in the seventh grade 
course as foundations for many 
mathematical ideas. 
It is of 
great advantage for students to 
attain 
firm 
understanding 
of 
of these basic concepts in the 
earlier grades. Lacking such a 
background, 
seventh 
graders 
this year are confronted with 
many new concepts. 
# • • 
USING the cardinal and or­ 
dinal numbers seems to be a 
new thought to students. Num­ 
bers are used in two different 
ways. When “how many” is in­ 
dicated. the numerals used rep­ 
resent a cardinal number; when 
position in a sequence is indi­ 
cated. the numeral used rep­ 
resents an ordinal number. Stu­ 
dents have been using numerals, I 
but a new- terminology that 
is 
unfamiliar to them is being in­ 
troduced. 
When the new mathematics 
program is placed in all grades 


here, students will have learned 
many of the new term s 
and 
ways of solving problems in the 
lower grades. Then they will be 
able to accomplish more under­ 
standing in the upper grades. 
Modern mathematics tends to 
teach or show' students why we 
follow certain methods rather 
than have them memorize a set 
of rules to follow. It has not 
shortened the work required to 
do the problem.

Ute set of reading can be 
both a skillful and rewarding 
experience. 
Teaching reading is one of 
the most important tasks of 
the elementary school. C h i I- 
dren that read well will usual­ 
ly be more successful in the 
academic subjects required of 
them during their school life. 
They will probably be more 
successful in their jobs and 
will find greater satisfaction 
in adult life. 
It is important for children 
not only to read well but also 
to learn to read habitually. It 
is vital for elementary teachers 
to improve reading skills of in­ 
dividuals and 
also 
encourage 
lifetime reading habits. 
Studies have shown there will 
ne a wide range of difference 
among 
individuals 
within 
a 
classroom. There have been ele­ 
mentary teachers in the inter­ 
mediate grades who have ig­ 
nored this range of difference 
and have expected all the stu­ 
dents in their class to be alike 
in their abilities. 
• • • 
TEACHERS no longer give 
the same reading textbook to 
every child in the classroom or 
expect all to be reading at the 
same place in a book at the 
same time. The reading pro­ 
gram in the Circleville City 
School system recognizes and 
provides for these individual dif­ 
ferences in ability. 
A variety of methods have 
been attempted to provide for 
ability differences. Procedures 
used in elementary classrooms 
of Circleville to incorporate in­ 
dividual 
work 
in 
the 
read­ 
ing program are: 
I. Each class is divided into 
several small groups for in 


st ruction in the basic reading 
skills. The number of groups 
will vary with each classroom. 
2. The Scott Foresman Read­ 
ing Series is used as a basic 
reading book for each group. 
3. The teacher’s manual as­ 
sists the teacher to teach thor­ 
oughly the 
complete 
reading 
skills program for each group. 
4. Basic reading workbooks 
are used to reinforce the skills 
program and to enrich study 
backgrounds. 
Some 
children 
may be allowed to skip exercis­ 
es that they do not need and 
some exercises may be supple­ 
mented that are not adequate 
for some individuals. 
5. 
Additional basic readers 
and supplementary readers are 


also available in each class­ 
room. 
6. During the time when chil­ 
dren are not engaged in basic 
study with their teacher, they 
can enjoy the reading of books 
and stories of their own choos­ 
ing from the room library. 
7. Children are allowed to 
share their independent reading 
with others in several ways. 
The teacher can provide indi­ 
vidual help while others are 
reading silently. 
A basic reading series along 
with independent reading and 
individual help provides a sound 
basic reading program for chil­ 
dren in the elementary class­ 
rooms in Circleville.

Vocational Ed Offers Advantages

Science is part of our coun­ 
try’s culture. Tomorrow’s citi­ 
zens must bo able to function 
intelligently in a life which will 
be increasingly concerned with 
science. 
The scientific method of in­ 
vestigation 
and 
the 
know! 
edge which is unlocked hy 
this key, must be understood 
by tomorrow’s citizens if their 
choices are to be based upon 
intelligent personal, decisions 
rather 
than 
superstitions, 
prejudices or the dictates of 
others. 
Th<* scientific method of dis­ 
covery should be understood by 
the 
young 
student. 
It 
in 
volves the careful statement of 
some problem; the collection of 
relevant facts; the forming of 
hypotheses 
(possible 
solutions 
to the problem); the systematic 
testing of the hypotheses (ex 
perimentation); and the form­ 
ing of conclusions based upon 
the experimental results. 
Although 
this process 
may 
seem tedious to some, it can 
serve as a tool for distinguish­ 
ing between fact and opinion. 
Evidence presented as support 
for some idea should be sub 
mitted to critical analysis. This 
spirit of logical 
analysis 
and 
critical thinking has been in 
strumental in the challenge of 
old ideas 
Knowledge 
of the 
mode by which the scientific 
method overturns tradition may 
help one achieve a sense of un 
derstanding 
in 
a 
world 
of 
change. 
The young scientist better un- j 
derstands the world after being 
ex[>osed to a variety of basic, 
universal principles. For exam ; 
pie. an observant person may 
notice that a 
moving 
bicycle 
coasts; that an earth satellite 
may circle indefinitely without . 
falling; 
and 
that 
highway j 
curves are banked. Why? To an 
informed scientist these exam 
pies illustrate a common prin-j 
ciple known as inertia, to the 
untrained person they may il

happenings. > 
There is an intrinsic reward in 
scientific knowledge, as it may 
serve as a source of personal 
satisfaction 
Junior 
high 
school 
science 
textbooks often place an em- ' 
phasis on a knowledge of sci- j 
entific term s. The careful use 
and manipulation of strictly do j 
fined scientific term s is a tech 
nique which helps maintain the 1 
reliability of scientific conclu 
sions w'hile also preventing the 
use 
of 
ambiguous 
concepts, j 
Also, a scientific vocabulary is 
useful in the study of advanced 
scientific textbooks and in the 
reading of scientific reports in 
newspapers and magazines. 
At the junior high school lev­ 
el, the science student is ex­ 
posed to many different areas of 
scientific study; yet, the devel­ 
opment of the young student in 
volves more than just guiding 
the student to various areas of 
advanced study.

THE unemployment rates of 
1959 high school graduates re 
eeiving training in trades and 
industries was a low five per 
cent, while the unemployment 
rate for all other graduates was 
15 per cent.

School graduates on farm s, it 
was found that the earnings of 
those without vocational agri­ 
culture training was $5,788 per 
year, 
w'hile those having had 
this training had average earn­ 
ings of $7,720 per year.

useful in the study of advanced 
scientific textbooks and in the 
reading of scientific reports in 
newspapers and magazines 
At the junior high school lev­ 
el, the science student Is ex­ 
posed to many different areas of 
scientific study; yet, the devel­ 
opment of the young .student in­ 
volves more than just guiding 
the .student to various areas of 
advanced study.

THE unemployment rates of 
1939 high school graduates re 
reiving training in trades and 
industries was a low five per 
cent, while the unemployment 
rate for all other graduates was 
15 per cent. In comparing the 
1955 
earnings of Iowa 
High 
School graduates on farm s, it 
was found that the earnings of 
those without vocational a g ri­ 
culture training was $5,788 per 
year, 
while those having had 
this training had average e a rn ­ 
ings of $7,720 per year. 
The most important task of 
any school system is to develop 
useful and productive citizens 
and while the figures provided 
are only two instance in m any, 
they certainly point to the fact 
that vocational education does a 
good job in this area 
In conclusion it might Im* well 
to consider the following figures 
brought out by the President’s 
panel. Only two of every ten 
students now* in grade 
school 
will complete four years of col 
lege. The other eight must be 
equipped with the skills 
and 
training for the space-age econ­ 
omy. Vocational and technical 
training is able to do a great 
deal toward helping to find so 
lutions to unemployment 
and 
other social ills 
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worked hard to bring to our community the fine 


schools and up-to-date educational facilities for

Attendance Vital to Achievement at CHS

A distinction should be made 
between the idea of compulsory 
educational opportunities for all 
children and the legal require­ 
ment that they attend school 
The principle of universal 
education was adopted in the 
middle of the last century. 
The concept of compulsory at­ 
tendance did not become a 
part of the statute in alf states 
until 1912 — a lag of approxi­ 
mately 7# years from the pas­ 
sage of the first compulsory 
school attendance law. 
A question may still occur as 
to the right of the state to com­ 
pel children to attend school. 
Compulsory attendance, 
h o w ­ 
ever, finds its justification in 
the belief that a literate popula­ 
tion is necessary to the effec­ 
tive o|>eration of government in 
a democracy. 
Hie 
minimum education of 
every individual is a safeguard 
for the state. Whether or not a 
child remains in ignorance con­ 
cerns not only himself and his 
immediate family, but also the 
entire group of which he is a 
member.

Distributive Education is 
a 
program of instruction for peo­ 
ple who are, or wish to be. en­ 
gaged in the field of marketing 
and distribution 
The field of marketing and 
distribution is a significant 
part of our present day eco­ 
nomic structure. Function of 
marketing is to move goods 
and services from the 
pro­ 
ducers of those goods and 
services through the neces­ 
sary steps until] they reach 
consumers. 
To perform this function, our 
economy needs many kinds of 
marketing agencies, 
retailers, 
wholesalers, sale divisions of 
industrial firms and agricultur­ 
al 
processors, 
transportation, 
advertising, real estate brokers 
and many others, plus feeding 
and lodging establishments. 
Circleville High School first 
offered the distributive educa 
tion program in September of 
1964. When a school system is 
considering a program of this 
nature, it is not simply a m at­ 
ter of adding it to the course 
offerings.

The art program in the Cir­ 
cleville City elementary schools 
la designed to develop creative 
self - expression in each child. 
The 
program 
provides 
a 
way of developing the whole 
child. 
Through 
art 
experi­ 
ence a pupil oses and inte­ 
grates his motor, emotional 
and mental capacities. 
Art is not so much a body of 
subject m atter as it is a crea 
tivo way of doing things. It Is a 
way which enlists the imagina 
lion of a child and impels him 
to learn more about things and 
ways 
of 
doing 
and 
judging 
things from his own experience. 
A child’s varying capacities 
and uneven rate of develop­ 
ment are factors in the selec­ 
tion of art experiences. 
Inspiration for art activities 
is derived from every day ex­ 
periences, the land of make- 
believe, imagery, seasons of the 
year, holiday themes, poetry, 
song, 
science, 
social studies 
and 
correlation 
with 
other 
school subject m atter. 
* • • • 
IT IS the aim of art instruc­ 
tion to teach a recognition and 
appreciation of form, color, de­ 
sign and texture in a program 
continuing 
from 
the 
f i r s t 
through sixth grade. Every les­ 
son involves the principles of 
design, as center of interest, 
harmony, 
spacing, 
balance, 
rhythm and unity. 
At the beginning of each art 
period, the teacher sets the 
stage, has a short period of 
recall, arouses creative inter­ 
est, stimulates and gets individ­ 
ual ideas formed and ready to 
be expressed 
Good working habits are es­ 
tablished 
with different tech­ 
niques, not what to paint or 
draw, but the best ways to do it. 
Children are first Introduced to 
the mechanics of the materials 
to be used, such as paint, cray­ 
on, paper, chalk or any mate­ 
rial available which may be 
used by children and is con­ 
ducive to creative expression. 
Young 
children 
Illustrate 
what they know, think and 
feel, not what they see. They 
have an innate feeling for de­ 
sign. 
During the year the children 


have 
experience 
with 
these 
forms of expression: 
I. Picture making — children 
are taught what makes a good 
picture such as design, good use 
of dark and light, texture, and 
that it should show an emotion, 
or express an idea: 2. Design 
and lettering — this covers en­

tions, borders and all-over pat­ 
terns. Children are taught that 
parts should fit together and 
that space .should be well filled;

FIRST GRADE children are 
in the symbolic stage.

A kindergarten report is the j 
first of many which follow chil­ 
dren through graduation. It is 
simple, easy to understand, and ] 
tells how the kindergarten child 
is adjusting to his first school 
experiences. 
The search for the best 
method of reporting to par­ 
ents of kindergarten students 
on the progress of their chil­ 
dren has been and remains a 
most difficult problem. Young 
children 
change 
rapidly 
in 
many areas of development 
and reports quickly become 
outmoded. 
In some aspects of develop­ 
ment the child may continue on 
a plane for some time, showing 
no noticeable change, only sud- 
dently to spurt ahead. Indicat­ 
ing a youngster’s growth on a 
report card can be very diffi­ 
cult at the kindergarten level, 
because children do not grow 
in weekly 
or monthly 
incre­ 
ments that lend themselves to a 
rigid system of reporting. 
In a progress report to par­ 
ents, the teacher attempts to 
evaluate through 
observations 
the degree of progress attained 
in intellectual, social, emotion­ 
al and physical areas of develop­ 
ment. The teacher 
evaluates 
each child according to his owrn 
ability and not in relation to his 
standing in the group. 
g • • 
THE AREA of intellectual de­ 
velopment is concerned with the 
extent to which a child initiates 
activities, makes helpful s u g- 
ge scions, 
carries 
out 
plans, 
judges the worth of his own 
work, expreses thought, shows 
an interest in printed symbols, 
shows originality on stores and 
art, retells stories and rhymes, 
and retells his on experiences. 
Characteristics of social beha­ 
vior to be developed are the 
quality of leadership displayed, 
appreciation of the rights of oth­ 
ers, a give-and-take spirit, help­ 
ful criticism, response to direc­ 
tions, acceptance of responsi 
bility, obeying 
authority, 
ap­ 
preciation of the feeling of oth­ 
ers and exhibiting 
courteous 
habits. 
Some of the aspects of emo 
tional behavior considered are 
the degree to which the child 
displays anger and frustration, 
self-assertion, aggression, fear, 
withdrawal, affection, 
happi­ 
ness, discouragement, excitabil 
tty, frequent changes of mood 
and daydreaming. 
• • • 
THE AREA of physical de 
velopment closely observed is 
the evidence of motor develop­ 
ment shown in the ability to put 
on and take off 
outside 
gar­ 
ments, to relax, to handle tools 
such as scissors, crayons, paint, 
clay, puzzles and manipulative 


toys and to control coordination | 
Results of careful measure 
mcnt of the kindergarten child | 
indicate the course of the child s j 
past experiences and the direc­ 
tions future experiences should 
follow. The aims and objectives 
of the 
kindergarten 
program 
and the development of the 
child at the time he enters kin­ 
dergarten serve as a base from 
which to measure. A collection 
of information regarding the ex­ 
tent of growth and type of be­ 
havior shown by the child must 
be made as the year progresses. 
The information gathered con­ 
cerning each child should 
be 
used in planning his school pro­ 
gram. 
Approximately a 
year 
ago 
the kindergarten teachers of the 
Circleville City Schools decided 
that the progress card current­ 
ly in use was not adequately ful­ 
filling the need of the parents 
and the school. The aim of the 
report card committee was to 
develop a card 
which would 
more clearly state the pupil’s 
progress in term s of all-round 
development, 
not 
academic 
alone. 
* • • 


THE FIRST aim then was to 
give the parents a better un­ 
derstanding of their child and 
ideas on how to help their child 
achieve a 
development 
com­ 
mensurate with his potentiali­ 
ties. This revision was the third 
since kindergarten was initiated 
in Circleville. 
The new Circleville kinder­ 
garten Progress Report devel­ 
oped in 1965, 
after a 
year’s 
study of approximately 26 re­ 
ports used throughout Ohio and 
neighboring states, was sent to 
Circleville parents of kindergar­ 
ten children at the end of the 


first semester of the current 
school year. 
This card, designed to spell 
out clearly and specifically the 
areas of growth that are consid­ 
ered 
basically 
necessary 
for 
success in the continuing school 
program, is sent to parents at 
the end of each semester. It is 
the aim of the school to meas­ 
ure the growth of each child on 
an individual basis through the 
markings of S (satisfactory for 
age) and N (needs time for 
growth). Space is provided for 
written comments by both the 
teacher and parents in order to 
clarify any question concern­ 
ing the child’s progress. 
Included also on 
the 
new 
progress report are the at­ 
tendance 
and 
health 
rec­ 
ord for the child. Special at­ 
tention is called to the re­ 
sult of irregular attendance. 
Frequent 
absence 
tends to 
produce a lack of interest in 
school work and results in ser­ 
ious interupption to progress. 
The health of each child is ob­ 
served and recorded, because 
a 
healthy 
child 
is 
usually 
well adjured and able to do 
his best in school. 
The written report 
is 
aug­ 
mented by parent-teacher con­ 
ferences which can do much to 
strengthen the 
understanding 
between home and school. This 
combination will give the par­ 
ents and teacher a feeling of 
partnership in the education of 
the child.

Updated Texts 
Are Essential

When 
the 
Circleville 
city 
school bells rang last Septem­ 
ber thousands of text 
books 
were ready for distribution. 
They varied in age from ap­ 
proximately eight years old 
to the 
newly 
printed ones 
from the publisher. Each was 
stamped with 
the name of 
the school and the year of 
purchase. 
Each 
was 
num­ 
bered and listed in each prin­ 
cipal's office by title, author, 
publisher, 
copyright 
date, 
date of purchase and number. 
When the books were distri­ 
buted in each class, teachers 
listed the students’ names, text, 
and 
number 
assigned. 
Basic 
texts are 
provided 
tee 
of 
charge in all subjects to the 
atudents. Workbook f e e s are 
charged where used. The rea­ 
son for so doing is, obvious, be­ 
cause they are not re usable. 
However, the student’s fee is 
cost paid by the school. 


KACI! student is responsible 
at the end of the . year for the 
condition of bis book and its 
return. If it shows unreasonable 
deterioration or if the text is 
lost, a fine Is levied. This must 
be paid before the student can 
receive credit in the subject. 
Four years is the minimum 
life expectancy of a book 
At 
the end of four years the text 
in a course, as well as copies 
from 
other companies, is re­ 
viewed by a qualified commit 
tee of teachers, working in co­ 
operation with the administra 
lion. 
In areas such as foreign lan­ 
guage in which the basic ma 
terial does not change percept! 
bly over 
several years, 
new 
adopt Mins may 
not 
be 
made 
every four years. Texts will be 
replaced or supplemented 
as 
needed. 
In areas such as natural 
and physical science, math­ 
ematics and social sciences, 
reviews must Im* made every 
four years to assure the stu­ 
dents of up to date material. 
Miny things must be taken 
into consideration before a text 
is recommended to the board of 


education 
by 
the 
superinten­ 
dent. Is the material up-to-date? 
What is the copyright date? Is 
the material reliable? Are the 
authors professionally accredit­ 
ed? Is th* material in social 
studies areas unbiased? Will the 
material in science and mathe­ 
matics areas be out dated be­ 
fore the order is filled? Do the 
literature texts contain work by 
some of the best modem au­ 
thors? 
A normal and thorough text 
book “study” will take nearly 
six months to complete. Com­ 
mittee 
members 
scan 
many 
copies from several companies 
and look for high points in the 
texts, they consider essential to 
the course. They will meet, dis­ 
cuss 
texts 
sampled, 
and ex­ 
change ideas many times be­ 
fore coming to a final decision.

IT IS most important that 
text book choices lie made wise­ 
ly. Committee members realize 
that first and foremost, the de­
